The  purpose  of  this  Companion  Book  for  Day  In  and  Day  Out , the  Primer  of  The  Alice 
and  Jerry  Books,  is  to  provide  easy  and  profitable  silent  reading  that  the  child  can  do 
by  himself.  It  reviews  and  extends  the  material  in  Day  In  and  Day  Out  for  the  develop- 
ment of  study  skills,  but  introduces  no  new  reading  difficulty. 

To  make  certain  that  the  child  will  grow  in  independence  and  will  develop  the  ability 
to  work  by  himself,  only  four  major  classifications  of  abilities  have  been  introduced  and 
developed.  Many  and  varied  techniques  are  included,  with  abundant  repetition  to  insure 
mastery.
